I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban  District 
for  the  year  1956  and  would  nake  the  following  comments: 

Population 


The  population  of  Street  is  mintaining  its 
increase  in  numbers,  the  estinated  mid-year  figure  being  6,150, 
as  compared  with  6,100  in  1955,  6,080  in  1954  and  5,964  in  1953. 

Births:  107 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  live  births  is 
observed,  the  comparison  in  previous  years  being:  92  in  1955, 
101  in  1954,  84  in  1953  and  66  in  1952. 

Deaths :  6l 

A  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  is  noted 
with  64  in  1955  and  59  in  1954. 

Infant  Mortality 

One  death  only  is  recorded  as  compared  with  4 

last  year. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 


This  was  very  satisfactory,  there  being  no  epidemic 
during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunizations 


It  is  becoming  an  annual  comment  to  stress  the 
importance  of  adequate  immunization,  the  numbers  being  still 
below  what  is  considered  satisfactory  for  the  district. 

IVfess  Radiography 

Annual  visits  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  are  now 
taking  place  and  out  of  2,019  persons  surveyed  at  C.  and  J. 
Clark,  Ltd. ,  this  year,  only  two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  in  the  Urban  District. 

Greenbank  Swimming  Pool 

This  excellent  pool  has  once  again  proved  what  an 
asset  it  is  to  the  community.  It  is  well  mintained  and  one 
particularly  notes  the  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances 
of  school  children  for  instruction:  9,500  (7,400  in  1955) 
which  fact  alone  would  have  given  great  satisfaction  to  the 
late  Miss  Alice  Clark. 

Housing 


The  completion  of  over  400  post-war  houses  in  an 
Urban  District  of  this  size  must  indeed  be  a  matter  of  great 
satisfaction  to  the  Council  following  their  concern  and  endeavour 
to  maintain  an  adequate  housing  programme. 

Food 


Progress  is  being  nnde  in  the  cellophane  wrapping 
of  food  and  one  hopes  that  unwrapped  food  will  soon  become  a 
thing  of  the  past.  Great  stress  continues  to  be  placed  on  per¬ 
sonal  hygiene,  particularly  in  the  strict  washing  of  hands 
prior  to  the  handling  of  food  stuffs. 


Milk 


It  would  now  appear  that  the  inclusion  of  the 
district  in  a  specified  area,  which  the  Council  has  so  consis 
tently  worked  for,  may  be  realized  in  the  coming  year,

The  water  supply  position  was  maintained  in  spite 
of  the  drought  in  the  summer  months. 

Slaughter  Houses 

One  notes  the  larger  number  of  visits  necessary  for 
the  adequate  inspection  of  meat  and  I  would  comment  on  the 
efficiency  of  same.

The  Infant  welfare  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  every 
Wednesday  afternoon  in  a  section  of  the  Hindhayes  Infant  School, 
when  the  District  Nurse?  ordinarily  attend.  I  attend  as  Medical 
Officer  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Wednesday  in  the  month. 

The  vjelfare  Committee  and  Voluntary  Helpers  have 
again  greatly  contributed  to  its  smooth  running  and  are  an  in¬ 
valuable  asset.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  work  of  the  District  Nurses 
includes  maternity,  midwifery,  ante-natal,  infant  health,  welfare 
centre,  school  medical  inspections  &c. ,  as  well  as  the  ordinary 
district  nursing  duties.  The  number  of  visits  to  old  people 
continuing  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  work. 

iinalgesia 

The  nurses  are  provided  with  the  necessary  equipment 
and  the  mothers  are  given  analgesia  at  their  confinements  if  so 
desired. 

Old  People^ s  welfare 


The  Street  Old  People’s  'Welfare  Committee  has 
continued  to  flourish  during  the  year.  The  Social  Club,  which 
meets  weekly  on  Thursdays  in  the  Crispin  Hall,  has  issued  120 
Membership  cards  and  the  average  attendance  each  week  has  been 
80.  Outings  arranged  during  the  year  included  trips  to  Minehead 
and  Weymouth  and  members  were  invited  to  various  entertainments 
locally. 


More  than  50  old  people,  in  their  homes  and  in 
hospital,  were  visited  regularly  during  the  year  by  the  Visiting 
Service  and  71  parcels  were  distributed  at  Christmas.  The  Meals 
on  Wheels  service  still  delivers  hot  mid-day  meals  to  old  people 
in  their  homes  at  a  small  cost. 


The  success  of  the  Committeo  speaks  highly  of 
the  enthusiasm  and  energy  of  the  voluntary  workers,  who 
continue  to  give  their  services  freely  and  willingly. 

A  Social  and  welfare  Information  Brochure  was 
produced  by  Street  Branch  of  Toe  H  during  the  year  and  provides 
a  good  deal  of  useful  inform t ion,  including  details  of 
services  available  from  the  Old  People’s  Committee. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  be  an  invaluable 
service,  it  being  difficult  to  cover  all  the  demands  made  on 
it  in  the  Urban  District.  The  service  is  primarily  called  upon 
during  illness  in  the  home,  to  the  elderly  people  and  those 
living  alone,  these  cases  being  on  the  increase  and,  in  addition, 
assistance  is  often  required  in  domiciliary,  maternity,  mid¬ 
wifery  and  post  operational  cases. 

The  local  organiser  no  longer  resides  in  ttie  Urban 
District,  which  is  sometimes  an  added  difficulty. 

Mass  Radiography 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  Street  in 
May^  a  large  number  being  surveyed  at  Messrs.  C.  and  J.  Clark’s 
factory,  in  addition  to  the  survey  at  the  Congregational  Hall 
for  the  general  public  in  the  Urban  District. 

In  connection  with  the  latter,  2,019  were  surveyed, 
1,287  mle  and  732  females,  two  cases  (1  male  and  1  female)  of 
Tuberculosis  being  notified. 

Greenbank  Swimming  Pool 

This  bath,  privately  owned,  situated  in  Wilfrid 
Road,  Street,  was  made  possible  throu^  a  legacy  from  the  late 
Miss  Alice  Clark,  a  pioneer  in  the  welfare  of  women  and  children. 
It  has  once  again  proved  to  be  a  great  asset  to  Street  and 
district,  people  and  school  parties  coming  from  considerable 
distances.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  200,000  gallons,  the 
water  is  heated  and  the  children's  section  is  separate  from  the 
adults. 


The  attendances  for  the  1956  season  amounted  to 
62,000,  of  these  55,500  were  bathers;  it  is  estimted  of  these 
37,500  were  juvenile  bathers.  Visitors  from  outside  the  district 
are  estimted  at  5,000  and  the  school  children  under  instruction 
9,500. 

The  method  of  purification  continued  to  be  break¬ 
point  chlorination.  Chlorine  residual  tests  were  taken  at  least 
twice  daily  during  the  season  with  satisfactory  results,  a 
return  of  which  was  mde  to  the  County  elf  are  Department,  In 
addition  the  sampling  for  bacteriological  examinations  also 
proved  satisfactory. 

The  maintenance  of  the  pool,  once  again  lived  up 
to  its  reputation  of  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness,  not  only 
in  the  pool  itself,  but  in  the  surrounds  &c.  occ.  This  satis¬ 
factory  state  of  affairs  was,  undoubtedly,  assisted  by  the 
installation  at  the  commencement  of  the  1956  season  of  a  new 
heavy  duty  chlorination  plant  ensuring  excellent  chlorination 
at  all  times. 

A  qualified  Bath  Superintendent  assisted  by  his 
wife  (a  trained  nurse)  and  other  helpers  are  in  regular  attendanc 
the  Urban  District  Council  being  represented  on  the  Management 
Committee. 

The  normal  season  is  from  May  1st  to  September  30th. 


Parks 


The  facilities  available  in  Merriman  Park,  wraxhill 
and  Victoria  Field  and  the  Bowling  Green  at  Greenbank  still 
continue  to  provide  recreation  for  the  public  and  during  the 
fine  weather  of  the  summer  were  much  in  use. 

The  woods  Batch  Recreation  Ground  was  opened  for 
public  use  during  the  school  summer  holidays.  During  the 
year  the  Council  have  completed  plans  for  the  provision  of 
swings,  see-saw  and  roundabouts  for  small  children,  seats 
for  adults  and  a  hockey  and  football  pitch  on  this  recreation 
ground.  It  is  proposed  that  facilities  will  be  provided  and 
brought  into  use  in  the  com.ing  year. 

These  additional  attractions  will  be,  I  feel  sure, 
a  considerable  boon  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  and  will 
fill  a  particular  need  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  northern  part 
of  the  district. 

Housing 


The  policy  of  the  continuance  of  the  building  of 
Council  houses  on  a  reduced  scale  has  continued. 

House  building  on  the  Brooks  Road  Site  (42  Houses) 
commenced  during  the  year  and  the  Portland  Housing  Site  is  now 
com*plete.  Plans  and  estimates  have  been  approved  for  the 
execution  of  site  works  at  The  Mead  allotment  Site.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  site  lay  out  in  this  case  provides 
for  the  demolition  of  5  unfit  cottages  in  The  Mead.  Site 
works  and  the  commencement  of  building  on  this  site  should  be 
put  in  hand  during  the  coming  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  the  Council  has 
now  completed  over  400  post-war  houses,  A  very  commendable 
achievement  for  a  district  of  this  size. 

Erection  of  houses  and  the  execution  of  site  works 
by  Direct  Labour  continues  to  be  a  success. 

Food 

Further  progress  I  feel  has  been  made  in  the  period 
in  r-elation  to  the  clean  handling  of  food  and  it  is  noted  and 
is  to  be  encouraged  that  several  local  traders  have  introduced 
the  cellophane  (or  similar)  wrapping  of  foodstuffs.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  to  encourage  the  adoption  of  this  policy. 

Bakehouses,  Restaurant  Kitchens  &c. 

Routine  inspections  and  re-inspections  of  these 
premises  have  been  made  during  the  year  and  stress  was  again 
made  of  the  importance  of  cleanliness  and  personal  hygiene. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

Samples  taken  by  the  County  Council  of  the  milk 
supplies  to  schools  appear  to  indicate  a  satisfactory  standard 
of  cleanliness  being  rmintained  by  the  local  retailers.  Routine 
visits  v/ere  made  to  these  retail  dairies..  The  Council  pursued 
its  concern  that  the  district  was  not  yet  included  in  a 
’’Specified  i.rea”  and  made  representations  to  the  County  Council 
thereon.  It  would  now  appear  that  this  will  be  achieved  during 
the  coming  year.  I  feel  that  'this  will  be  a  step  .forward  in 
relation  to  the  general;  safeguard  of  the  health  of  the  public  in 
relation  to  this  ever  more  important  food.
